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HISTORY 

The  Evening  Division  of  the  Junior  College  of  Broward 
County  opened  in  the  fall  of  1960  as  part  of  the  regular  College 
program.  It  began  with  16  classes  and  an  enrollment  of  204  stu- 
dents. By  the  Spring  Term  of  1965,  the  schedule  had  expanded 
to  117  classes  and  the  enrollment  had  increased  to  1,763  students. 

Classes  were  held  for  the  first  three  years  in  the  buildings 
of  the  former  Naval  Air  Station  adjacent  to  the  Broward  Interna- 
tional Airport.  The  College  moved  to  its  permanent  campus  on 
Davie  Road  in  southwest  Fort  Lauderdale  the  Fall  Semester  of 
1963.  At  this  time  the  campus  included  seven  modern  air-condi- 
tioned buildings  on  a  152-acre  site.  Seven  additional  buildings 
are  scheduled  for  completion  this  year.  This  expansion  represents 
an  expenditure  of  approximately  one  and  one-half  million  dollars. 


PURPOSES 

The  Junior  College  of  Broward  County  is  a  multi-purpose 
institution  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  Broward  County.  Stated 
purposes  of  the  College  are: 

1.  To  provide  programs  which  parallel  the  first  two  years  of 
degree  programs  in  four-year  colleges  and  universities. 

2.  To  provide  educational  programs  for  students  who  do  not 
plan  to  complete  a  four-year  degree  program  but  who 
can  profit  from  the  pursuit  of  a  two-year  program  of 
general  education,  semi-professional  education  and  spe- 
cialized education  beyond  the  high  school  level. 

3.  To  provide  a  program  for  students  which  will  enrich 
their  cultural  lives  and  improve  their  personal  efficiency. 

4.  To  serve  all  segments  of  the  population  by  becoming  an 
educational  and  cultural  center  for  Broward  County  and 
South  Florida. 

OFFERINGS 

The  Junior  College  offers  a  number  of  degree  programs  lead- 
ing to  two  degrees:  the  Associate  in  Arts  degree  and  the  Associate 
in  Science  degree.  Some  of  these  are  designed  for  students  who 
plan  to  continue  study  at  a  four-year  college  or  university.  Others 
are  designed  to  prepare  students  for  employment  on  completion 
of  the  degree.  The  special  programs  now  offered  are  as  follows: 

1.  Building  and  Contracting  Technology 

2.  Business  Administration  (including  majors  in  Accounting, 
General  Business,  Mid-Management  in  Distributive  Edu- 
cation and  Marketing,  and  Secretarial  Science) 

3.  Data  Processing  Technology 


4.  Drafting  and  Design  Technology 

5.  Electronics  Technology 

6.  Hotel-Motel  Administration  Technology 

7.  Law  Enforcement 

8.  Nursing  Education 

9.  Ornamental  Horticulture 

10.  Secretarial  Teacher  Aide  Education 

11.  Medical  Assisting  Education 

Requirements  for  all  of  these  degree  programs  are  described 
in  the  official  College  catalog. 

Students  who  do  not  wish  to  work  toward  a  degree  may  com- 
plete one  of  the  estabHshed  certificate  programs  for  which  they 
will  be  awarded  a  Certificate  of  Achievement.  Certificate  pro- 
grams are  offered  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Secretarial 

2.  General  Business 

3.  Data  Processing 

4.  Nursery   School  and  Kindergarten   Education 

5.  Recreation 

Those  who  are  not  interested  in  following  any  planned 
course  of  study  may  enroll  for  courses  in  which  they  have  an 
interest.  Certain  credit  and  non-credit  courses  are  specifically 
designed  to  meet  the  cultural,  professional  or  semi-professional 
interests  of  students  who  wish  to  increase  their  knowledge  or 
proficiencies  in  particular  areas.  All  courses  may  be  taken  on  an 
audit  or  non-credit  basis  by  students  who  do  not  wish  to  re- 
ceive credit. 

The  Evening  Division  is  an  integral  part  of  the  College. 
Courses  are  offered  which  make  it  possible  for  students  to  meet 
the  requirements   for  most   of   the   curricula   which    are    offered. 


ACCREDITATION 

The  Junior  College  of  Broward  County  is  accredited  by  the 
Florida  State  Department  of  Education  and  has  been  accorded 
advanced  recognition  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools.  Courses  of  study  offered  have  been  approved  for 
transfer  purposes  by  aU  of  Florida's  four-year  colleges  and 
universities. 


ADMISSION  AND  REGISTRATION 

Admission  Requirements 

Students  will  be  admitted  on  the  basis  of  the  following: 

1.  Certificate  of  graduation  from  an  accredited  secondary 
school,  or 

2.  State  high  school  equivalency  certificate,   or 

3.  A  statement  of  honorable  dismissal  from  another  college 
or  university. 

4.  Adults  and  other  students  who  cannot  qualify  under  the 
categories  outlined  above  may  apply  to  the  Director  of 
Admissions  for  admission  to  audit  a  course  or  to  attend 
a  non-credit  course. 

In  order  that  applications  for  admission  may  be  properly 
processed  prior  to  registration,  applications  for  admission  should 
be  filed  by  August  2. 

Fees  for  Credit  Courses 

Broward  County  Students: 

Full-time  (12  or  more  semester  hours)  —  $60  per  term 
Part-time  —  $6  per  semester  hour 

(A  student  who  is  a  resident  of  a  Florida  county  which  con- 
tributes to  the  financial  support  of  a  Florida  public  junior 
college  is  eligible  for  this  fee.) 

Other  Florida  Students: 

Full-time  (12  or  more  semester  hours)  —  $120  per  term 
Part-time  —  $12  per  semester  hour 

Non-Florida  Students: 

Full-time  (12  or  more  semester  hours)  —  $235  per  term 
Part-time  —  $23  per  semester  hour 

Laboratory  Fees:  A  $5  fee  will  be  charged  all  students  taking 
a  laboratory  science  course. 

Student  Activity  Fees:  Full-time  students  taking  50  percent  or 
more  of  their  course  load  in  the  daytime  will  be  charged  a 
$15  activity  fee. 

Application  Fee:  All  students  will  pay  a  $10  applicaiton  fee. 
This  fee  is  payable  at  the  time  an  application  for  admission 
is  submitted.  It  is  not  refundable  but  will  be  applied  to  the 
matriculation  fee  at  the  time  of  registration. 

Registration  Information 

Registration  for  Evening  students  for  Term  I  will  be  held 
from  6:30  to  9  p.m.  on  August  18  and  19.  Former  students  will 
register  on  August  18  and  new  students  on  August  19.  All  students 
should  report  to  the  Registrar's  Office  in  the  Administration  Build- 
ing to  initiate  registration  procedures. 
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COUNSELING  SERVICES 

Counseling  on  selection  of  courses  and  programs  is  available 
through  the  office  of  the  Director  of  the  Evening  Division.  Edu- 
cational, vocational,  and  personal  counseling  is  available  through 
the  Department  of  Counsehng  and  Guidance.  The  counseling  and 
guidance  office  will  be  open  at  least  two  nights  per  week  for 
the  convenience  of  those  who  attend  the  Evening  Division  only. 


FACILITIES 

Bookstore 

The  College  operates  a  bookstore  for  the  convenience  of 
students.  New  and  used  textbooks  and  most  supplies  are  available 
for  student  purchase.  The  bookstore  is  open  during  the  day,  Mon- 
day through  Friday,  from  8:30  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  and  in  the 
evening  as  needed. 

Library 

The  resources  and  services  provided  by  the  College  library 
are  expanding  rapidly.  The  library  will  be  open  from  7  a.m.  to 
5  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  from  6  p.m.  to  9  p.m., 
Monday  through  Thursday. 

Social  and  Recreational  Activities 

Evening  students  are  eligible  to  participate  in  all  of  the 
social  and  recreational  activities  sponsored  by  the  College  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  activities  as  applied 
to  day  students. 

NON-CREDIT  COURSES 

Non-credit  courses  are  offered  by  the  Junior  College  to  meet 
indicated  community  interests  and  needs  which  are  not  met  by 
regular  credit  courses.  These  are  developed  cooperatively  by  the 
Junior  College  and  various  community  groups  and  agencies. 
Descriptions   of  the   courses   offered  the   first  term   follow: 


COURSE  DESCRIPTIONS 

BA  003— CPCU  (Chartered  Property  Casualty  Underwriter), 
Part  I  —  Insurance  Principles  and  Practices.  The  course  is  offered 
as  a  service  to  the  property  and  casualty  underwriters  of  Broward 
County  with  the  cooperation  of  the  American  Institute  for  Property 
and  Liability  Underwriters,  Inc.  It  will  extend  over  Terms  I  and 
II  and  is  designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  Part  I  of  the  CPCU 
examination  series.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  functional  aspects 
of  insurance  such  as  risk  analysis,  survey  preparation,  marketing,

rate  making,  reinsurance,  loss  prevention  and  loss  adjustment.  Also 
included  are  related  subjects  such  as  regulation  of  insurance, 
financial  analysis,  investments,  reserves,  human  motivation,  pro- 
fessional ethics,  and  company  organization,  ownership  and  control. 

BIO  001 — Horticulture.  The  course  emphasizes  landscape 
architecture.  It  includes  a  general  review  study  of  the  botanical 
nature  of  plants  and  a  more  specific  study  of  lawn,  ornamental 
and  citrus  plants.  Also  included  is  a  study  of  types  of  soil  and 
their  fertility,  lawn  maintenance  and  insect  and  disease  control. 

EDU  003 — Workshop  in  Nursery  School  and  Kindergarten 
Education.  The  Workshop  is  offered  for  private  nursery  school 
and  kindergarten  teachers.  Major  emphasis  is  placed  on  art  and 
handworking  experiences  for  nursery  school  and  kindergarten 
children.  However,  provision  is  made  for  discussion  of  questions 
and  day-to-day  problems  of  concern  to  teachers. 

HPR  010 — Aviation  Ground  School.  The  course  provides  ma- 
terials and  instruction  for  students  who  are  preparing  for  the 
written  test  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  for  either 
a  private  or  commercial  pilot's  license.  It  includes  a  study  of  basic 
aerodynamics  and  elements  of  weather  and  its  application.  It  also 
covers  navigation  and  navigational  aids  which  are  available  to  the 
private  pilot. 

MTH  005 — Contemporary  Mathematics  for  Parents.  Provides 
instruction  to  familiarize  parents  with  the  vocabulary,  the  basic 
concepts,  and  the  purposes  and  objectives  of  contemporary  mathe- 
matics. It  will  be  conducted  so  as  to  cover  certain  basic  materials 
but  will  permit  time  for  discussion  of  questions  of  concern  to 
parents. 

OH  003 — Principles  of  Turf-Grass  Management.  A  practical 
approach  designed  to  acquaint  students  with  principles  of  turf- 
grass  management  and  their  applications  in  the  field.  It  includes 
a  study  of  such  topics  as:  the  size  of  the  turf -grass  industry; 
characteristics  and  adaptations  of  various  grasses;  the  basic  con- 
cepts of  establishing  and  maintaining  turf;  the  care  and  operation 
of  turf  equipment;  and,  insects,  diseases,  nematodes,  and  other 
pests  which  affect  the  growth  of  turf. 

SPS  001 — Developmental  Reading.  The  Developmental  Read- 
ing Laboratory  course  is  designed  to  help  the  student  improve  his 
vocabulary  and  comprehension.
